15180 San Francisco, CA - The Imperial Government of Norton I 
50¢ July 14, 1876 
One of the notable characters in San Francisco history is 
“Emperor Norton of the United States.” Joshua Abraham 
Norton was born in Algoa Bay, South Africa on February 
4, 1819. In 1849, after receiving a $40,000 bequest from the 
estate of his father, he emigrated to San Francisco. His ini- 
tial business efforts were quite successful and he was able to 
substantially grow his fortune. However, an investment in 
Peruvian rice caused him financial ruin and he was forced 
to declare bankruptcy. His mental state seriously declined at 
that point and he left San Francisco briefly. 


After he returned, he notified several newspapers on 
September 17, 1859 that he was declaring himself Emperor 
of the U.S. In his new self-appointed role, he issued several 
declarations about various matters. Some considered him 
a visionary, because among his decrees were several with 
merit, including the formation of a League of Nations and 
building a suspension bridge between San Francisco and 
Oakland. He dressed in uniform and wandered the streets. 
Norton was well liked by many who considered him eccen- 
tric and he was often given free meals and received invita- 
tions to the theater. His occupation is listed in the 1870 U.S. 
Census as “Emperor” as this cataloger can attest. The City 
even purchased a new uniform for him after his became 
worn. 


In the 1870s, he began issuing promissory notes that he 
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referred to as “Imperial Treasury Bond Certificates.” The 
denominations ranged from 50¢ to $100 and he sold them 
to both citizens and tourists who collected them as souve- 
nirs. He was a rock star of his day, with merchants selling 
Emperor Norton merchandise ranging from postcards to 
dolls. Emperor Norton’s notes remain quite popular today 
with collectors, leading them to take the number 100 spot on 
the list of the 100 Greatest American Currency Notes. It has 
been estimated that only two or three dozen pieces have sur- 
vived. The March 1933 issue of The Numismatist included an 
article about the Emperor and his notes. 


Norton collapsed and died on January 8, 1880. His funeral 
was a huge affair, with at least 10,000 mourners reported, 
although some accounts list as many as 30,000. Over 130 
years later, he is still well remembered, at least partially due 
to his influence on popular culture. Several characters in 
novels were based on him, including works by Mark Twain 
and Robert Louis Stevenson. The centennial of his death was 
recognized in 1980. 


This 50¢ example is numbered 1994 and received a grade 
of Very Fine 30 from PCGS. The note is dated July 14, 1876 
rather than the 1871 listed on the PCGS holder. The imprint 
reads, “CUDDY & HUGHES, Printers to His Majesty Norton 
I, 511 Sansome street, S.F.” Norton is depicted at upper right 
and his signature remains bold.

The more simplistically designed 
notes came from Morris/Printer Philadelphia. The more elabo- 
rately produced notes were the work of the New England Bank 
Note Co., Boston. This $1 note was the product of the New 
England Bank Note Co. A number of sailing ships, along with a 
steamboat and a covered wagon are seen in the central vignette 
that includes a scene of a sailing ship being loaded or unloaded 
with barrels.

$50 Confederate Stock Certificate Signed by Robert Tyler 





15422 Confederate 8% Stock Certificate $50 February 28, 1861 Ball 11 Cr. 1A 
An attractive, Very Fine+, $50 stock certificate, often referred to as a bond, that was part of the first issue authorized by the Confederate 
States of America on February 28, 1861 in the amount of $15,000,000. The certificates were due in ten years, on September 1, 1871. 
Interest was to be paid in specie semi-annually. They were available to the public beginning on April 17, 1861 with the announcement 
stating in part, “every citizen throughout the Confederate States will have the opportunity of taking a share of the benefit, and at the 
same time of sustaining the cause of the country.” The Confederate Congress was meeting in Montgomery when these were authorized, 
thus the Montgomery location listed on the bonds rather than Richmond. 


The Ball reference lists two varieties. The $50 stocks attributed as Ball 10 are numbered 1 thru 250 and dated April 11 thru May 16, 
1861, while the Ball 11 examples are listed as having been numbered 251 to 391 and dated May 17, 1861 to March 1, 1865. Also with the 
Ball 11 examples, “Montgomery” was crossed out and “Richmond” written in its place. This example, dated May 1, 1864, does not fit 
perfectly into Ball’s variety 11 designation for these pieces as it is numbered 754. Also, Montgomery was not crossed out and replaced 
by Richmond on this example. The initials of unknown clerks in the Treasury Department seen in the “entered” and “recorded” fields 
at lower left help confirm it is a late issue example, as the earlier pieces were all entered by HD Capers, Memminger’s personal secre- 
tary, and recorded by CT Jones. The earlier notes were signed by the first Register of the Treasury, Alexander B. Clitherall. When the 
Confederate capital moved to Richmond in July 1861, Clitherall decided to resign and stay in his home state. Therefore Clitherall’s 
signature is only found on the Montgomery issues of the February 28, 1861 bonds. This $50 stock certificate was signed by Robert Tyler 
(1816-1877), the eldest son of John Tyler, the tenth U.S. President. Robert Tyler was the second Register of the Treasury for the CSA gov- 
ernment. He assumed that position on August 13, 1861 and served until the end of the war.

This classic Texas boom and bust community is located in Eastland County between Abilene and Fort Worth. It derived its name 
from the Texas Rangers, who in the 1870’s had a camp in a valley about two miles northeast of the current city of Ranger. By the 
late 1870’s a tent city called Ranger Camp had been established in the valley, and, when the railroad pushed through a couple of 
miles away in 1880, the tent city moved and became the town of Ranger. Over the next couple of decades, the town’s population 
grew modestly to about 750, and the community served as a commercial center of a large agricultural area. By 1917, the agricul- 
tural boom was interrupted by a vicious drought, causing considerable local hardship. Local residents, hoping to diversify their 
economy, persuaded the Texas Pacific Coal & Oil Company to drill a test well. While the results of that well were marginal, the 
second well drilled produced the proverbial gusher, changing the town forever. By the time of the 1920 census, the population 
had soared to over 16,000, and it is estimated that at the height of the short lived boom the city may have had a population of over 
30,000. By 1921, the boom was spent, the oil fields depleted, and this institution, the only National Bank in Ranger, was defunct.

After the war, 
he moved to Jefferson, TX and resumed his lumber trade. 
Later, after having moved to Texarkana, he served as mayor.

DOES NOT MEET THE “Minimum Bid’, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A REDUCED COMMISSION 
ON THOSE LOTS. ”Minimum Bids” are generally posted online several days prior to the Auction 
closing. For any successful bid placed by a consignor on his Property on the Auction floor, or by any 
means during the live session, or after the "Minimum Bid” for an Auction have been posted, we will 
require the consignor to pay full Buyer's Premium and Seller's Commissions on such lot. 

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, 
the earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an 
Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher.

Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot.

. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 

in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or afhliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy.

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and 
jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration 
replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 
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46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot.
